The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
exammed  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as 
entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  re- 
conciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from 
depository  banks.

Your  attention  is  once  more  called  to  the  large  amount  of 
uncollected  poll  taxes  on  the  warrants  of  1950  and  prior  years.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Salem : 

Your  trustees  take  pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  people  of 
Salem  that  the  past  year  has  been  highly  successful  from  the 
standpoint  of  renewed  interest  in  the  library  on  the  part  of 
many  citizens.  The  circulation  of  books  and  the  number  of 
])atrons  has  been  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Salem  Library. 
The  acquisition  of  new  books  has  kept  pace  with  the  increased 
])atronage  and  we  have  also  received  substantial  support  from 
the  State  Library  via  the  bookmobile.  For  the  information  of 
our  patrons,  may  we  point  out  that  the  State  Library  facilities 
are  available  to  the  people  of  Salem  and  that  any  volume  which 
might  not  be  on  our  shelves  may  be  borrowed  from  them  either 
by  a  personal  visit  or  by  mail. 

The  school  children  have  made  several  visits  to  the  library, 
particularly  those  of  No.  1  school  and  Principal  Wendell  V. 
Davis  of  Woodbury  High  School  has  personally  escorted  groups 
of  his  students  to  the  library.  Miss  Hall  is  always  ready  to 
assist  the  children  in  finding  books  that  will  help  them  in  their 
studies  or  in  recommending  good  fiction. 

Acceding  to  the  wishes  of  our  patrons  as  expressed  in  a 
post  card  survey  the  trustees  voted  to  have  the  library  open 
Friday  evening  rather  than  Saturday.  This  has  proved  to  be  a 
popular  innovation.  The  trustees  also  offered  to  provide  book 
service  to  Salem  Depot,  similar  to  that  provided  the  people  of 
North  Salem,  but  there  was  no  response  to  this  offer  and  we 
assume  that  the  Depot  patrons  are  willing  to  personally  visit  the 
library.  There  are  a  substantial  number  of  patrons  in  the 
Salem  Depot  area.  We  are  planning  to  post  a  list  of  newer 
books  at  the  Depot  for  the  use  of  the  patrons  in  this  section. 
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During-  the  past  year  the  trustees,  in  an  effort  to  improve 
the  appearance  of  the  library  surroundings,  hired  Mr.  Guy 
Ackerman  to  g-rade  the  yard  on  the  north  side  of  the  building. 
Tt  is  our  idea  to  eventually  landscape  the  library  yard. 

In  our  report  last  year,  your  trustees  mentioned  that  they 
were  considering-  the  addition  of  a  room  on  the  Town  Hall  sid; 
of  the  building-  for  reading  and  study  vv^hich  would  require  an 
appropriation.  We  have  not  abandoned  this  idea,  but  develop- 
ments during-  the  year  have  given  another  project  precedence. 
The  late  Mr.  William  Lancaster,  always  a  friend  of  the  library, 
generously  provided  in  his  will  a  bequest  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars for  our  use.  The  trustees  have  discussed  this  bequest  and 
liave  plans  for  improvements  which  we  will  divulge  to  the  people 
of  Salem  in  due  time.  The  plans  include  a  suitable  memoriam 
to  the  donor. 

May  we  again  thank  our  li'brarian.  Miss  Hall  for  her  co- 
operation and  assistance  and  the  people  for  their  continued 
interest  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SALEM  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  1954,  the  Salem  Fire  Department  re- 
sponded to  120  alarms,  a  decrease  of  36  alarms  over  1953.  The 
fire  loss  during  1954  amounted  to  $64,367.50,  compared  with  a 
loss  for  the  previous  year  of  $24,055.00. 

Tlie  new  750  gallon  pumper  arrived  during  the  month  of 
September.  This  pumper  satisfactorily  passed  all  tests  of  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  Additional  equipment 
consisting  of  hose  and  a  lighting  unit  was  added  during  the  past 
>ear.  The  department  is  still  badly  in  need  of  hose,  and  a  special 
article  has  been  inserted  in  the  Town  Warrant  requesting  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for  its  purchase.  The 
department  hopes  that  the  people  of  Salem  will  give  this  sj>ecial 
article  favorable  consideration. 

During  the  past  year,  both  the  Salem  Depot  and  North 
Salem  fire  companies  engaged  in  a  series  of  training  and  drilling 
sessi(jns.  These  sessions  were  designed  to  teach  new  fire  fight- 
ing techniques  and  to  increase  the  efficiency  in  the  use  of 
present  equipment. 

The  entire  department  was  saddened  during  the  past  year 
by  the  untimely  death  of  Pvt.  C.  Lester  Kimball,  who  was  fatally 
injured  while  fighting  a  barn  fire.  The  late  Pvt.  Kimball  had 
been  a  call  fireman  for  twenty-seven  years.  At  this  sa.me  fire 
Lt.  James  Thomipson,  Pvt.  Walter  Stickney  and  Pvt.  Henry  R. 
Borchers,  Jr.  received  injuries  which  required  extensive  hos- 
pitalization. 

The  Fire  Department  again  thanks  the  people  of  Salem  for 
their  support  and  co-operation  in  the  past  year.

All  salaries  under  these  schedules  shall  begin  as  of  Septem- 
ber 1st  in  each  year,  and  payments  shall  be  made  bi-monthly  for 
a  period  of  twelve  months. 

Previous  years  of  teaching  experience  in  other  communities 
shall  be  credited  for  this  schedule  provided  a  teacher  has  not 
been  away  from  the  profession  more  than  tliree  years.  For  each 
year  over  three  years  the  teacher  shall  not  fall  under  this  sche- 
dule except  as  to  first-year  minimum   figure. 

.\  new  teacher  coming  into  the  Salem  system  for  the  first 
yt-ar  regardless  of  ex]ierience  shall  not  fall  under  this  schedule 
except  as  to  first-year  minimum  figure. 

To  qualif}'  for  the  increases  in  the  6th  year  and  the  11th 
year  tlie  teachers  in  the  District  should  have  the  6  hours  of  pro- 
fessional study  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

Principals  -Head  Teachers 

An  additional  sum  of  $200  will  be  paid  annually  to  each 
elementary  school  principal.  A  principal  of  an  elementary 
school  is  defined  as  a  teacher  who  has  three  (3)  or  more  teach- 
ers under  his  or  her  jurisdiction. 

Head  Teachers  shall  receive  an  additional  sum  of  $100 
annually.  A  Head  Teacher  is  one  who  runs  a  school  with  less 
than  3  teachers. 

This  salary  schedule  shall  not  apply  to  the  secondary  school 
principal  or  the  principal  of  the  Central  School. 

Coaches  and  Directors  of  Major  Sports  and  Special  Teachers 

Increments  shall  be  added  at  the  direction  of  the  School 
Eoard. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities 

It  is  assumed  that  within  every  salary  $100  is  included  for 
work  in  extra-curricular  activities. 

Sick  Leave 

E^ch  year  a  teacher  is  entitled  to  10  days  of  sick  leave.  This 
is  accumulative  to  30  days,  beginning  with  the  year  1953-54. 
In  case  of  extended  sickness,  the  teacher  must  present  evidence 
substantiating  the  sick  leave. 
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After  expiration  of  sick  leave,  the  substitute  will  receive 
$10  per  day  deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  regular  teacher  for 
the  rest  of  the  school  year. 

Outside  Employment 

No  teacher  may  have  outside  employment  from  the  opening 
of  school  until  the  close  of  school  unless  with  the  express  con- 
sent of  the  Superintendent. 

Amendment  as  Adopted  at  District  Meeting 

Instead  of  going  onto  this  schedule  in  one  year,  we  would 
get  the  teachers  onto  the  schedule  in  steps  of  $300  per  year  until 
they  reach  their  proper  level.  In  some  cases  this  would  take 
four  years.

At  the  present  time  there  is  one  room  in  the  new  school 
unoccupied.  This,  plus  the  two  rooms  in  the  old  school  and  the 
one  -  room  annex,  will  provide  four  additional  rooms  for  next 
year  in  the  Salem^  Center  area,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  all  of 
them  will  be  needed  for  the  1955  -  1956  school  year  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  annex. 

As  a  result  of  an  article  in  last  year's  warrant,  we  have 
been  able  to  inmpove  the  grounds  at  the  Center  School  by 
providing  a  grass  plot  surrounding  the  building  and  a  hard 
surfaced  parking-  area.  There  are  additional  funds  available 
to  clear  up  and  level  off  the  area  in  the  rear  of  the  Central  School 
and  it  is  our  intention  to  have  this  work  done  in  the  early 
spring.  During  the  past  summer,  the  town  completed  paving 
the  roadway  around  the  Central  School  for  which  the  entire 
school  personnel  is  grateful. 

In  the  summer  of  1954,  it  was  decided  to  move  the  office 
of  Mr.  Osgood,  our  superintendent,  from  the  Central  School 
in  order  to  provide  additional  classroom  space.  Overcrowded 
conditions  in  the  High  School,  during  the  past  two  years,  have 
made  it  necessary  for  us  to  conduct  high  school  classes  in  the 
Central  School  and  the  former  office  is  now  being  used  for  one 
of  these  class  rooms. 
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With  the  addition  of  another  school  bus,  our  transportation 
problems  have  been  eased  to  a  great  extent  and  while  there 
have  been  some  criticisms  in  a  few  of  our  remote  areas  we  feel 
that  the  transportation  system  is  being  carried  on  as  efficiently 
and  economjically  as  possible  under  the  prevailing  circumstances. 
The  Board  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Appleyard  for  his  cooperation 
and  the  many  hours  that  he  has  given  to  assist  us  in  drawing 
up  our  present  bus  schedule. 

Again  this  year  we  have  continued  our  plans  to  gradually 
improve  the^  outlying  school  grounds  and  buildings.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  these  buildings  will  be  used  to  their  full  capacity  for 
many  years  and  we  therefore  feel  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  us 
to  improve  and  properly  maintain  them. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  its 
appreciation  to  all  the  groups  and  organizations  which  have 
contributed  to  the  betterment  of  our  school  system  and  to  thank 
the  entire  personnel  for  loyal  and  conscientious  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


February  1,  1955 

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  SALEM: 

This,  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  Salem,  deals  briefly  with  the  following  subjects :  Personnel, 
Enrollments,  School  Buildings  and  Equipment.  The  Curriculum 
and  Teaching  Aids,  Health,  Finances  and  Community  Organiz- 
ations. 

PERSONNEL:  Eight  of  the  Salem  teachers  left  their  respec- 
tive positions  last  June  and  in  addition  to  replacements  for  these 
positions  and  the  three  additional  teach-ers  as  provided  for  in 
the  1954  -  1955  budget,  Richard  Mason  returned  to  the  Science 
Department  in  the  Woodbury  High  School  after  having  taught 
.science  for  a  year  on  an  exchange  basis  in  London,  England.  Mr. 
Mason  returned  to  Salem  with  new  and  continued  enthusiasm  for 
his  work  in  Salem  after  gaining  the  varied'  and  broadening 
experiences  of  having  taught  overseas.  Mr.  O.  John  Simpson 
who  taught  in  Mr.  Mason's  place  last  year  presented  a  different 
viewpoint  in  America.  It  is  believed  that  both  countries  profit 
greatly  by  such  exchanges. 

All  Salem  teachers  continue  their  membership  in  their 
local,  state  and  national  professional  teachers'  associations; 
they  are  constantly  attempting  to  improve  their  knowledge  of 
the  newer  teaching  methods  and  philosophies  -by  attending  con- 
ferences, teachers'  meetings,  conventions,  by  reading  current 
literature  pertaining  to  their  work  and  by  attending  special 
courses  when  possible.  Nine  of  the  Salem  teachers  are  now 
taking  a  course  in  Salem  in  the  Teaching  of  Reading  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Keene  Teachers  College ;  four  others  are  current- 
ly taking  courses  elswhere.  Several  of  these  courses  are  leading^ 
to  Bachelors  and  Masters  Degrees.  Foster  Bail,  Principal  of  the 
Central  School,  is  working  toward  his  Doctorate  at  Boston 
University. 
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The  greatest  difficulty  in  obtaining  and  retaining  fully 
qualified  teachers  for  the  Salem  children  continues  to  be  our 
relatively  low  salary  offerings  and  heavy  work  loads.  Ths 
availability  of  teachers  throughout  the  state  and  nation  is  not 
'mproving  appreciably  even  though  Ijeginning  salaries  of  $3000 
and  over  are  being  offered  in  many  ])laces.  The  salary  schedule 
which  was  adopted  at  the  Annual  District  Meeting  in  Salem  in 
1952  and  which  is  already  out  -  dated,  provided  $2400  as  a  be- 
ginning salary  for  college  graduates  who  were  fully  qualified 
according  to  our  state  regulations.  In  practice,  your  School 
Board  has  raised  the  amounts  specified  in  the  schedule,  by  $100. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  district  adopt  a  new  salary 
schedule  immediately  and  accompany  it  with  necessary  funds 
to  compete  with  other  communities  of  comparible  size  in  em- 
ploying teachers  who  have  a  degree  (including  necessary  Educa- 
tion Courses  and  practice  teaching  experience)  as  prescribed  by 
accredited  teacher  training  institutions  and  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Department  of  Education. 

A  recent  study  of  pupil  -  teacher  ratios  in  New  Hampshire 
has  revealed  that  there  are  more  pupils  per  teacher  in  Salem 
than  in  most  New  Hampshire  communities. 

ENROLLMENTS,  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIP- 
MENT: The  greatest  addition  to  our  physical  facilities  during 
the  current  year  was  the  construction  of  the  new  six  -  room 
school  at  Salem  Center,  five  rooms  of  which  were  occupied  on 
January  17,  1955.  This  modern  building  currently  houses  2  first 
grades,  2  second  grades  and  1  third  grade  which  had  since  Sep- 
tember occupied  2  rooms  in  the  Town  Hall,  2  rooms  in  the  old, 
No.  1  School  and  the  No.  1  Annex. 

As  predicted  in  previous  annual  reports,  the  September 
1954  enrollment  increased  by  approximately  100  pupils  over 
that  of  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  three  of  the 
rooms  which  are  now  vacant  will  be  needed  in  September  1955 ; 
by  occupying  the  fourth  room  which  is  now  vacant,  the  number 
of  pupils  per  room  may  be  slightly  reduced. 

The  present  enrollment  per  grade  as  shown  in  a  tabulation 
at  the  end  of  this  report  ^nd  the  number  of  pre  -  school  children 
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as  shown  in  the  census  report,  indicate  -  as  have  recent  predic- 
tions, that  the  school  enrollment  in  Salem  will  continue  to  in- 
crease so  that  there  may  be  20O0  pupils  in  Salem  by  1965.  Addi- 
tional classrooms  will  be  needed  by  September  1956.  It  will  be 
recalled  that  the  Salem  Building  Survey  Committee  which  met 
at  frequent  intervals  between  July  1953  and  March  1954  recom- 
mended that  a  new  six  or  eight  -  room  building  be  constructed 
in  the  No.  6  area  by  1956  or  1957.  If  this  or  some  other  project 
is  not  completed  by  September  1956,  it  is  likely  that  Salem 
children  will  again  be  forced  to  occupy  some  make  -  shift  class- 
rooms. 

A  recent  study  by  the  superintendent  shows  that  an  average 
of  58  new  homes  have  been  constructed  in  Salem  each  year  since 
1943  and  that  the  new  homes  are  generally  occupied  by  younger 
families  with  an  average  of  2.2  children  per  family.  A  further 
study,  since  the  superintendent  had  personal  confersnces  with 
home  builders  in  Salem,  has  indicated  that  new  construction 
will  probably  continue  at  a  comparable  rate,  that  the  total  popu- 
lation may  increase  by  at  least  200  people  per  year  (to  7000  by 
1970)  and  that  the  total  number  of  school  children  will  increase 
to  nearly  1750  by  1960  and  as  stated  above,  to  2000  by  1965.  Ths 
birth  rate  of  23  births  per  1000  people  in  Salem  during  recent 
years  has  compared  more  favorably  with  that  of  the  U.S.  as 
a  whole  (24  per  1000  population),  than  with  the  comparatively 
low  birth  rate  of  21.4  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  recently  inaugurated  program  of  maintenance  and 
improvements  of  school  property  has  continued  and  the  pro- 
posed budget  for  1955  -  1956  school  year  provides  for  further 
improvements. 

TRANSPORTATION:  The  addti-n  of  a  fourth  60  passenger 
bus  this  year  has  greatly  improved  our  svstom  of  transporting 
children.  Busses  are  not  as  crow  le^'  and  many  children  may 
now  leave  their  homes  and  return  home  at  a  much  more  reason- 
able hour  in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon. 

The  transportation  contract  was  re-negotiated  with  Mr. 
John  Appleyard  of  the  Salem  Transportation  Co.  in  September 
1954  for  a  three  -  year  period.  Mr.  Appleyard  continues  to 
transport  approximately  830  children  per  day  very  satisfactorily. 
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CURRICULUM    AND    TEACHING    AIDS 

Natalie  Hopkins,  our  Elementary  Consultant  has  clearly 
stated  the  foMowing  com,ments  in  regard  to  tests,  individualized 
instruction,  books  and  special  activities :  "The  aim  of  elemen- 
tary schools  today  -  to  make  sure  that  each  child  develops  his 
capacities  t(  tbf^  fullest  degree  so  that  he  will  develop  into  the 
best  possible  citizen  of  tomorrow  -  is  the  objective  of  our  teach- 
ers and  is  being  achieved. 

Ujjon  entering  Salem  Schools,  you  will  find  big,  little,  fat, 
thin,  serious  and  playful  children.  Children  are  not  only  differ- 
ent from  each  other  in  appearance  but  they  vary  greatly  in 
mental  ability  and  learning  rate,  in  subjects  which  attract  their 
interest  and  in  the  effort  they  will  put  forth.  No  single  design 
will  fit  every  child  and  neither  will  one  teaching  program. 

To  help  the  teachers  better  understand  the  children  and 
individualize  their  instruction,  achievement  tests  were  given 
to  all  children,  except  first  graders  in  November.  Strengths 
and  weakness  of  the  pupils'  academic  skills  in  reading,  language, 
arithmetic,  science,  spelling,  geography  and  history  are  shown 
m  this  type  test. 

To  further  understand  the  pupil,  mental  maturity  tests  are 
given.  The  results  of  this  test  helps  us  to  determine  whether 
or  not  a  child  is  working  up  to  capacity. 

Once  this  information  has  been  established  a  program  for 
meeting  the  needs  of  each  child  is  developed.  It  must  be  under- 
stood that  our  teachers  arc  carrying  out  this  program,  well 
with  such  heavy  loads  in  the  classroom. 

New  text  books  are  many  and  varied  this  year.  Greatly  need- 
ed reading  books  to  supplement  the  basic  readers  are  finding 
their  way  into  the  hands  of  the  children  as  finances  permit.  This, 
however,  does  not  mean  there  are  sufficient  number^  It  is  im- 
portant to  have  a  variety  of  books  in  order  to  meet  the  interest 
and  reading  levels  of  all  children.  It  must  be  understood  that 
there  may  be  in  one  classroom  children  who  read  above  or  be- 
low the  actual  grade  placement  from  one  to  five  years. 
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We  do  not  have  as  large  classroom  libraries  as  is  desirable 
but  the  Bookmobile  from  the  State  Library  helps  to  supplement 
our  offerings. 

Varied  activities  such  as  field  trips,  films  and  creative  activ- 
ities, are  carried  on  in  the  classrooms.  These  activities  are 
not  taking  the  place  of  drill  on  the  skill  subjects  but  are  in 
addition  to  drill  so  that  learning  may  be  meaningful." 

Reasons  that  Salem  children  are  not  achieving  more  in  their 
school  work  in  accordance  with  their  abilities  are  due  primarily 
to  the  many  changes  each  year  in  our  teaching  force  and  in  the 
relatively  high  number  of  pupils  per  teacher. 

The  funds  alloted  for  books  and  supplies  during  recent  years 
have  continued  to  provide  for  great  imprpvements  in  this  area 
and  although  more  reference  and  text  books  and  further  re- 
placements of  texts  are  necessary,  the  Salem  children  have 
the  advantage  of  some  of  the  most  recent  and  excellent  books 
because  of  increased  numbers  of  pupils,  we  are  securing 
the  latest  editions  of  our  basic  reading  series  and  have  replaced 
old  editions  of  arithmetic,  science,  music,  chemistry,  history, 
geography,  english,  algebra  books  with  the  most  up-to-date 
ones  that  are  available.  Teachers  continue  to  make  use  of  films 
and  other  teaching  aid^  as  the  need  and  the  opportunities  arise. 

Mr.  Ball  has  outlined  some  of  the  activities  which  have  been 
carried  on  with  Central  School  children  in  addition  to  the  regular 
classroom,  work  as  follows :  Assembly  programs  have  stressed 
such  subjects  as  savings,  health  and  safety,  through  the  present- 
ation by  pupils  of  a  savings  stamp  play,  and  by  motion  pictures. 
Various  instructional  field  trips  have  been  taken  by  different 
groups  to  such  places  as  the  fire  station,  Coca  Cola  plant, 
Central  School  heating  plant,  bakery,  nature  walks  and  the 
Children's  Museum  and  Museum  of  Science  ki  Boston.  During 
the  limited  time  allowed  for  physical  education,  the  Junior  High 
School  pupils  have  two  fifty-minute  periods  a  week  and  the  ele- 
mentary classes  have  access  to  the  gymnasium  one  period  per 
week. 

Through  the  Savings  Stamp  Program  in  the  Central  School, 
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children  have  saved  $663.60  in  the  brief  period  from  November 
1954  to  January  1955.  A  Gun  Safety  Program  as  recommended 
by  our  State  Department  of  Education  was  conducted  for  junior 
high  school  boys. 

Our  vocal  music  program  under  the  continued  and  expert 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Eva  Thompson  has  included  a  continuation 
of  the  High  School  Girls  Qub  organized  last  year  as  well  as  the 
sixth  grade  Treble  Qef  Choir  which  was  inaugurated  last  year 
and  the  well-known  Woodbury  Choristers.  These  groups  have 
performed  at  various  public  local  gatherings  as  well  as  before 
the  Womens'  Club  and  other  organizations  in  Lawrence, 
Methuen  and  Haverhill,   Mass. 

It  is  hoped  that  instrumental  music  will  be  offered  to  the 
Salem  children  as  a  part  of  their  regular  curriculum  during 
the  1955  -  56  school  year.  The  proposed  budget  provides  $500 
for  the  employment  of  a  part  -  time  teacher  for  this  purpose. 

WOODBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL :  In  the  high  school,  additional 
teachers  during  recent  years  have  allowed  for  smaller  classes 
and  for  an  increased  amount  of  time  for  automobile  driver  - 
training.  Shugrue's  Garage  has  continued  to  provide  a  new  Ford 
for  this  purpose  at  no  expense  to  the  district  except  for  cost  of 
operation  and  insurance.  Twenty-eight  pupils  have  just  com- 
pleted the  automobile  course  for  the  first  semester  of  the 
current  year  and  all  who  took  the  State  Driving  Examination 
have  passed  it. 

High  school  classes  that  had  formerly  contained  as  many 
as  46  pupils  are  now  divided  so  that  there  are  not  more  than  34 
pupils  in  any  class.  The  greatest  needs  in  the  High  School  at 
the  present  time  are  increased  facilities  in  order  that  the  high 
school  science  and  home  economic  departments  may  be  expanded 
and  modernized  and  the  addition  of  an  industrial  arts  program 
for  grades  7-12. 

Mr.  Davis,  Principal  of  the  Woodbury  High  School  recom- 
mends the  addition  of  third  year  French  and  of  a  course  in 
Mechanical  Drawing  for  the  1955  -  56  school  year.  We  find  an 
appreciable  number  of  pupils  who  wish  to  pursue  the  study  of 
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French  further  than  two  years  of  that  language  will  permit 
and  there  are  several  boys  who,  in  the  absence  of  a  mechanic 
arts  course,  would  profit  by  a  course  in  mechanical  drawing. 

Mr.  Davis  reports  that:  "Of  the  41  graduates  of  the  class 
of  1954 

17  continued  their  education  in  schools  or  colleges 
(approximately  41%  of  the  graduates) 
1  will  become  an  X-ray  Technician 
3  entered  nurses'  training  schools 
6  have  secretarial  positions 
9  have  entered  the  armed  services 
5  have  positions  in  the  fields  of  industry 

It  is  interesting  that  such  a  large  percentage  of  students 
are  continuing  their  education.  I  feel  that  this  is  the  result  of 
our  vocational  guidance  program  which  is  beginning  to  bear 
fruit,  plus  the  fact  that  we  have  been  encouraging  participation 
in  "Open  Houses"  at  colleges. 

I  would  mention  the  increased  interest  in  our  scholarship 
programs.     Special   thanks  should  go  to  the  Board  of  Trade,.  • 
Alumni,   Salem  Teachers   Association,,   and  the   Salem   Grange,, 
all  of  whom  gave  scholarships  at  Commencement. 

We  have  continued  the  same  extra  curricular  activities  as 
usual  such  as  Senior  play,  Senior  supper,  Washington  trip,  year- 
book, Ray,  Pops  Concert,  dramatic  contest,  dances.  Spelling 
Bee,  Education  Week,  open  house,  choristers,  glee  club,  student 
Council,  Future  Homemakers  of  America,  Thrift  Program, 
movies  of  all  types,  filmstrips,  assemblies,  testing,  guidance 
conferences,  vocational  guidance  series,  field  trips,  etc." 

Mr.  Davis  reminds  us  further  that  the  Woodbury  High 
School  has  a  National  Honor  Society  Chapter  and  that  the 
school  is  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  schools  -  Salem  people  should  be  very  proud  of 
these  features. 

Mr.  Davis  is  appreciative  of  his  opportunity  to  attend  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  National  Secondary  School  Principals 
Association  to  be  held  at  Atlantic  City  in  February. 
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,•/::  •  The  excellent  athletic  program  for  ths-g-irls  has  continued 
as  have  the  other  various  extra  curricular  activities  such  as : 
Booster  Banquet,  Senior  Supper,  Pops  Concert  and  Magazine 
Drive. 

A  cursory  survey  of  facilities  and  services  offered  in  thir- 
teen selected*  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire  showed  that 
Salem  is  one  of  that  six  offered  no  physical  education  other  than 
what  is  included  in  the  usual  recess  play  and  in  high  school 
athletics ;  it  is  one  of  seven  that  has  no  art  supervisor,  is  one 
of  only  two  that  has  no  instrumental  music  as  a  part  of  its  school 
•offerings  and  is  the  only  one  that  offers  no  vocational  work  for 
boys  and  is  one  of  three  districts  included  in  the  survey  that  has 
no  medical  inspection  by  Medical  Doctor  other  than  for  athletics. 

HEALTH :  Through  the  continued  excellent  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Soule,  our  school  nurse,  the  health  of  the  Salem  children 
is  continuously  being  watched  for  any  irregularities  that  may 
occur.  The  special  lamp  purchased  during  the  past  year  for  the 
detection  of  scalp  ringworm,  has  proven  to  be  valuable  in  early 
diagnosis  of  that  relatively  new  disease  in  several  instances 
and  hence  the  prevention  of  more  than  a  few  isolated  cases. 

Although  many  school  systems  as  large  as  Salem  provide 
regular  instruction  in  physical  education  for  all  grades  1  -  12, 
all  of  our  teachers  help  to  overcome  that  lack  in  our  curriculum 


*  For  a  comparison  of  "School  Facilities  and/or  School  Ser- 
vices" offered,  13  school  districts  including  Salem  were  selec- 
ted (with  the  assistance  of  Paul  Farnum,  Director  of  Ad- 
ministrative Services,  New  Hampshire  State  Department 
of  Education)  from  all  the  districts  in  New  Hampshire  which 
had  a  1951  -  52  public  school  enrollment  of  within  500 
pupils  of  the  enrollment  of  Salem.  N.H.  for  that  year  and 
which  had  a  1952  adjusted  valuation  of  within  $5,000,000 
of  that  of  Salem.  Certain  towns  were  omitted  because 
they  were  "Private  School  and/or  College  Towns"  or  be- 
cause they  had  few,  if  any  basic  characteristics  camparable 
to  Salem. 
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by  continuous  cooperation  in  offering  the  greatest  possible 
supervision  and  direction  of  playground  activities.  The  organ- 
ized play  and  the  relatively  small  number  of  playground  acci- 
dents is  further  evidence  of  the  excellent  supervision  which 
our  teachers  provide.  The  Saturday  morning  program  of  super- 
vised play  for  boys  through  the  eighth  grade,  proves  to  be  popu- 
lar ;  an  average  of  around  60  boys  attend  each  week. 

The  Federally  -  Aided  School  Lunch  Program  which  has 
operated  continuously  since  January  1951  under  the  excellent 
and  expert  direction  of  Ann  Emilio  adds  much  to  the  welfare  of 
the  children  in  the  Central  and  Woodbury  High  School.  Mrs. 
Emilio  as  well  as  the  teachers  and  children  are  appreciative  of 
the  excellent  cooperation  and  abilities  of  the  ladies  who  prepare 
and  serve  the  meals.  This  program  continues  to  offer  a  com- 
plete meal  to  any  of  the  800  pupils  in  these  two  schools  at  a 
weekly  cost  of  $1.25  per  pupil.  Government  contributions  of 
.05  per  pupil  per  meal  and  of  large  amounts  of  various  foods 
make  this  complete  meal  possible  at  such  a  low  price.  Foods 
received  from  the  Federal  Government  at  a  cost  to  the  children 
of  only  transportation  charges,  have  consisted  of  butter,  cannsd 
vegetables  and  fruits,  canned  and  frozen  beef,  cheese,  ffuit 
juice,  shortening  and  salad  oil.  The  financial  value  of  these 
foods  during  the  past  1953  -  54  school  year  is  approximately 
$4,000. 

FINANCES:  The  American  Associations  of  School  Adminis- 
trators has  stated  that  "School  support  in  each  community  is 
geared  quite  directly  to  popular  demand,  and  usually-will  be 
obtained  in  adequate  measure  only  when  the  public  has  had 
a  legitimate  share  in  formulating  the  program,  detemining  its 
cost,  and  planning  the  way  to  finance  it.  If  the  public  is  g^ven 
the  facts,  there  is  little  reason  to  fear  any  lack  of  support  for 
good  schools,  financially  or  otherwise.  But  it  is  the  people's 
choice ;  they  alone  will  decide." 

Present  indications  of  possible  action  by  the  1955  State 
Legislature  point  toward  the  probability  of  increased  state 
financial  assistance  for  Salem  in  the  near  future.

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS:  The  Salem  School  De- 
partment is  fortunate  to  have  such  excellent  continued  support 
by  all  of  its  community  organizations.  Although  it  would  be 
impossible  to  list  here  everything  that  each  organization  has 
done  in  support  of  our  schools,  appreciation  is  here  expressed 
to  all  organizations  and  individuals  for  the  various  donations 
as  well  as  for  the  intangible  expressions  of  support. 

All  Parent  -  Teacher  -  Associations,  in  addition  to  the  bene- 
fits derived  from  the  standpoint  of  better  parent  -  teacher  under- 
standing, continue  to  work  for  tangible  benefits  of  the  chil- 
dren on  such  projects  as  class  trips,  picnics,  playground  equip- 
ment, various  teaching  aids  such  as  strip  -  film  projector, 
donated  during  the  past  year  for  the  No.  1  and  No.  6  Schools 
by  those  respective  P.T.A.'s  and  by  supplementing  books  and  art 
materials.  Contributions  and  donations  which  were  made 
during  the  past  year  consist  of  Open  House  at  the  new  No.  1 
School  on  January  26th,  1955  by  the  No.  1  P.T.A  at  which 
flowers  were  presented  to  the  various  teachers  by  the  Salem 
Board  of  Trade,  nylon  classroom  flags  for  each  room  in  the 
new  No.  1  School  by  the  Veteran's  of  Foreign  Wars  Auxiliary, 
new  fluorescent  lights  and  kitchen  cabinets  in  the  No.  9  School 
by  the  No.  9  P.T.A.  and  continued  financial  donations  for  milk 
for  needy  children  by  the  Veteran's  of  Foreign  Wars  and  by 
the  No.  4  P.T.A.  The  No.  8  P.T.A.  has  presented  see-saws  for 
the  playground,  portable  traffic  signs,  as  approved  by  the  state 
and  an  automatic  record  player. 

Thanks  are  here  expressed  to  various  individuals  in  Salem, 
Lawrence  and  Methuen  who  have  donated  pianos  to  the  Salem 
schools  during  the  past  year. 

The  annual  Board  of  Trade  Talent  Night  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  children  of  the  community  to  exhibit  their  various 
entertaining  talents  and  to  raise  funds  for  an  instrumental 
music  program  for  the  Salem  children. 
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The  following  regulations  were  set  up  by  the  Salem  School 
Board  and  have  been  followed  during  recent  years. 

Entering  age :  To  enter  school  in  September,  a 
child  must  be  at  least  5  years  and  6  months  old  by 
September  1  of  the  year  that  he  enters  school. 
It  is  the  policy  in  Salem  to  have  school  on  days 
when  it  is  possible  for  school  busses  to  travel  in 
safety. 

Again  1  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board, 
the  faculty,  the  Salem  Parent  -  Teachers  Associations  and  all 
others  who  have  helped  to  make  our  work  enjoyable  and  effec- 
tive.
